Mr. Fenner Brockway, who moved the 
resolution on behalf of the National Council, 
said that they could not be silent about the 
crimes of Stalinism. It was a tragedy that 
Russia, by her action in Finland, had lost 
the goodwill of the working classes of the 
world. Owing to the policy of the Stalinist 
régime, if the British Government developed 
a war with Russia, it would not meet with 
any formidable resistance from the organised 
working-class movement.
